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RIVER SURVEY 
NOW COMPLETED 


Survey of the Chattahoochee 
Shows Largest Water Pow- 
er Save Niagara, 


— anes 


Columbus, Ga., December !4.—(Spe- 
clal.)—After having been almost con- 
tinuously engaged for nearly two 
years, surveyors have completed the 
work of making a survey of the great 
water power of the Chattahoochee river 
between this city and West Point. It 
hes: been declared that this is the 
largest waterpower ir the country 
with the exception of Niagara, and the 
result of the surveys seems to Dear 
out these contentions. 

In a distance of 35 miles the river 
falls 365 feet, affording a mighty en- 
ergy that is estimated to be considera- 
bly over 100,000 horsepower. Most ot 
this power is owned by the Columbus 
Power Company, a corporation backed 
by $350,000 of New England capital, 
and the surveyors who have just 
completed their tedious task were in 
the employ of this company. The 
company owns practically all the 
Water power from this city to a point 
25 miles above Columbus. 

It is the policy of the Columbus Power 
Company to develop these powers from 
time to time, to meet the demands from 
new industries ‘being established in 
Columbus and vicinity. The company 
already has three plants in successful 
Operation, one of them so large that 
it furnishes. power for nine. cotton 
mills. Plans have been drawn for an- 
other big dam and power house two 
miles north of the city. The company’s 
most recent plant was completed less 
than a year ago. ' 

The extensive Surveys that have been 
made by a corps of trained men, vary- 
ing in number from twelva to twenty, 
were painstaking and accurate, and tne 
Columbus Power Company, having se- 
cured all the preliminary data that is 
desired, can proceed with the develop- 
ment of the power as rapidly as de- 
Sired. At one point the erection of a

The Tokio government maintains that 
China shoulg concede itg original de- 
mands; these embrace the recognition of 
the stations outside the railroad zone 
and the independence of the entire sys- 
tem of communication, the waiving of 
telegram royalties, the recognition of 
the Dainy-Sasebo cable, the granting otf 
cable rights between Dalny and Che Fos 
and special rates on the Chinese connect- 
ing lines. | 

Japan has not even taken China’s ar- 
guments, which are based upon claims 
of sovereignty, under consideration and 
she has not replied to the commamica- 
tions of the Chinese government in the 
matter. It is thought that Japan desires 
to bring about the annullment of the 
the Russo-Chinese agreement by refrain- 
ing herself from entering upon a similar 
agreement with China.

Other School Acts. 

Besides the school appropriations laws 
that were very generous in their gifts 
to the cause, acts were passed for re- 
liable enumeration of children, redis- 
tricting, setting up new normal schools 
at Moundville and Daphne, establish- 
ing high schools as noted above, and 
increasing higher educational acilities. 
For the maintenance of higher insti- 
tutions the appropriations were _ in- 
creased $73,500 a year, and $921,000 
given for buildings ‘at the colleges. 
Increased impetus is given to second- 
ary ediication also in all lines. Sixty- 
seven thousand dollars a year is given 
for new school houses, $1,000 to each 
county, and the appropriation to com- 
mon ‘schools increased $380,000 a year. 
It is estimated by the department of 
education that for the year 1907-8 
there will be available for the common 
schools from all sources the sum. of 
$2,244,507.

And yet, if they did not know it, the 
millions of suffering steers upon the 
range have cause for a grand celebra- 
tion this year, for at last they have, 
found a friend. Alarmed at the tright-, 
ful loss and suffering during severe | 
winters the United States government/ 
has intervened on ‘behalf of the ili-used ; 
cattle, and is moving 
ernmenta!l wheels to bring about better} 
conditions for the live stock which form, 
such a large item in America’s annual, 
bill of fare. 

Bound up with the government's tardy 
action is the story of the discovery of 
an $800,000,000 leak in the nations 
wealth, of a lesson learned from Canada 
and of conditions on the range tnat 
beggar belief. 

For years reports have poured in to: 
the department of agriculture of* the 
suffering and wholesale deaths of cattle | 
left to winter on the range with no) 


‘other food than the grass that the snow | 


did not cover and no shelter—but many 
new line fences. Elach year the report 
was worse, and finally, not long ago, 
the department sent an agent to inves- 
tigate, and to suggest possible reme- 
dies. 

The situation he found was frightful. 
In the last year, for which figures are 
available, 2,687,027 cattle died frofn a!l 
causes, over half of them succumbing 
from exposure. Over 1,000,000 sheep 
died from exposure, and another mil- 
lion from other causes. 

Hundreds of thousands of sheep and 
steers are left to their own devices! 
every winter, when snow and ice cover 
the grass of the plains (the only fodder 
for the cattle), and after frantic, futile 
efforts made by the cattle to penetrate 
the. crusts of ice, with lips and noses 
torn to the bone and blood freezing in 
their veins, they mutely surrender to 
their fate. 

This is awful, were it unavoidable, 
but, according to the report, the most 
awful part of it seems to be that no at- 
tempt is made to provide food, water 
and shelter for the stock, it. being cal- 
culated that’a large percentage of the 
stock may be lost if the winter be a 
severe one, and that if ‘there is no ex- 
penditure for food, the cattle being 
made to subsist on the grass of the 
plains, even a. heavy loss of cattle by 
cold and starvation may be sustained 
and still leave a profit to the cattle 
raiser. 


ANNUAL LOSS $24,000,000. 


The financial loss incurred each year 
in this way is estimated at no less than 
$24,000,000. Thousands of frozen ¢ar- 


endless fences of the railroad right of 
way. 

Now the ‘free range’ is no more. 
Yet the range methods persist} No fod- 
der or shelter is provided in a majority 
of cases, and the average rancher. ex- 
pects to find a loss of 80 to 75 per 
cent of his stock at the end of a severe 
winter. 

The full significance to the wealth of 
the country of this reckless waste of 
animal life is only. disclosed by a careful 
examination of recent government fig- 
ures of “he value of cattle. The story 
they tell is startling.

In spite of 
the size of this figure it is more than 
$25,000,000 less than the total value in 
1901, when there were six million less 
cattle. In other words ‘tthe hardships 
and losses due to the range winters 
have not only retarded the growth of 
the number of cattle in the country, but 
they have also caused a marked detert- 
oration tn the quality of the survivers. | 

On the basis of the government figures 
the average value of the cattle of the 
country on January !, 190!, was a trifle 
under $20 apiece. Six years later, on 
January !, 1907, after the ranches had 
been fenced in and grazed out, the 
average value was a little over $10, or 
a depreciation of nearly 50 per cent. 
As was seen, this loss is absolute as 
well as relative, and the country -—uttle 
are not worth today the price of the 
smaller herds of six years ago. On the 
basis of the 1901 values the farmers 
and stockmen of the country ought at 
this moment to be richer than they are 
by $300,000,000. Clearly it is up to 
Uncle Sam to find some means of put- 
ting a stop to this enormous deprecia- 
tion. 

In their first search for a solution of 
the problem the government experts 
turned to Canada, to discover, if possi- 
ble, how conditions had been met there. 


Curiously enough they found the situa- 


tion entirely different, owing to milder 
winters and richer forage for the steers. 
In Alberta, the coming stock- ‘erowing | 
province, the warm “Chinook” winds!

The problem for the Canagian stock- 
is also simplified by the fact 
that Canadian cattle are free from that 
other curse of the range, Texas fever, 
which alone caused a loss of from $40,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000 in the United 
States in 1906. Alberta in particular, 
owing to its location in the northern 
latitude, is free from the ravages: of 
injurious insects of all sorts, one of 
which is responsible for the deadiy 
Texas fever. 

But the day cof the free range is over 
in Alberta, as it is in Texas and the 
Dakotas. The picturesque cowboys is 
doomed, and the Engjish ‘‘younger son’’ 
ho longer rules, from the saddle, da- 
mains as large as principalities. The 
same fertile prairies that has enriched 
the stock grower has gained the eye 
and ear of the farmer. The vast cattle 
ranges are already giving way to the 
farm, yet cattle raising will always be 
a leading industry in Alberta. The

Here, if anywhere, the cattle have rea- 
son to be thankful, and might be ex-

Canada Has No Cattle Problem. 

This is merely one of the incidents 
that give color to the daily life of the 
great stockyards, but it is an incident 
of significance, for Red Deer, from 
which the cattle came, is so far north 
geographies it 
used to be included in the great white 
blank that stretched in unbroken deso- 
lation to the Arctic ocean. This land 
now proves to be covered with rich, 
nourishing grasses, so that it is possi- 
ble to raise cattle and ship them as far 
south as Chicago, and still sell them at 
a profit in competition with other 
steers. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany had orders for 1,500 cars for the 
shipment of cattle during the month of 

‘ovember alone, making this month’s 
stock shipments the largest in the his- 
tory of the countwy. An idea of the 
quality of the range bred cattle in some 
of these shipments can be had by not- 
ing the prices they brought. A..top 
load recently averaged 1,296 pounds, 
and sold at $6.10 per cwt., grossing 
$85.18 per ‘head. A second load; aver- 
aging 1,374 pounds was put_over at 
$5.50, grossing $75.57, and the third 
load averaging 1,245 pounds at $5.30, 
grossing $66. The fourth cut, 64 head, 
averaging 1,159 pounds, sold at $5.60, 
grossing $53.34. Some medium weight 
cows grossed $40 at $60 per head.

tives of Swift & Company, in Alberta, 
predict that the Peace River region, 
lying away north of the Saskatchewan 
valley, will within the next decade be) 
the center of an important range cattle:

them. Lastly, the best solution of the 
difficulty lies in cutting. down the herds 
and grading up the stock, so that when 
the stockman can no longer grow beef 
he will bé in a position to dispose of 
high class feeding cattle; which ‘he rill 
aim to sell as yearlings or :- eer 
to eastern feeders. 

All these points are brought out in 
the recent’ report of J. S. Cotton, who 
is assistant: in range investigation for 
the government's bureau of plant indus- 
try. The hearty cooperation of the live- 
stock men is required before any great 
results can be accomplished. But if 
this cooperation is given, a stop will de 
put to what is now a blot on the coun- 
try’s industrial life, as well as a source 
of great loss, and a brighter day will 
dawn for the much abused beef steer.

THE SAILING OF THE FLEET. 


The spectacle of the flower of the American navy, the most powerful 
aggregation of battleships in the history of the nation, clad in the full panoply 
of war in preparation for its long cruise to the Pacific coast, is one calculated 
to thrill the patriotism and challenge the dramatic instinct of the most un- 
emotional American citizen. 

It does not matter that the fleet which will pass out of the historic 
Virginia capes tomorrow is bent on an avowed and undoubted peaceful mis- 
sion. The semblance of war, the elements that never fail to stir the blood 
of the most pacifically inclined normal man, are all there. The magazines 
of those sixteen fighting machines bulge with 2,000,000 pounds of modern, 
high-power ammunition. Their crews are officered by men of proved ex- 
perience and courage in the science of war. Their guns are manned by the 
pick of sturdy American manhood—the last word in courage, steadfast- 
ness and endurance of flesh and blood. 

The officers and men, to the last jack-tar, face a gruelling test of com- 
petence and endurance, the issue of which ought to prove to the world the 


seas. The only quasi-precedent for such an American cruise, is the stren- 
uous trip of the Oregon from San Francisco to Cuban waters, when her 
aid was needed in front of Santiago. The eyes of the entire nation were 
focussed on the big battleship as she plunged down the South American 
coast, wrestled with the winds and storms of Cape Horn, and tumbled her 
way, league upon league, up the Atlantic to take her place by the side of her 
sister ships. } 

The flight of the Oregon was, of course, lent an additional drainatic 
emphasis by the possibility that she might, at any moment, be compelled to 
face single-handed the combined guns of the hostile Spanish fleet. 

In the current instance no such dramatic feature exists, but there are 
other elements more picturesque and decidedly more significant. If specu- 
lation was rife, and anxiety on the qui vive, as to the ability of a single big 
battleship to stand the strain of such a protracted cruise and yet arrive 
prepared for action, these qualities are intensified just sixteenfold with the 
Sailing of the modern American armada. Never before has the integrity of 
bolt and rivet and keel, the stoutness and staying powers of the engines, and 
the seamanship of officers and men of the fleet that is the nation’s naval 
bulwark been subjected to such a critical test. We have no accurate, actual 
knowledge of what we may expect from the weakness or the strength of 
these armor-clad monsters, 

it is right, it is necessary, it is patriotic, that we should have this 
knowledge; and that we should be assured, as we will be assured, that Amer- 
ica relies on no unknown quantity when she pins her confidence and faith 
to these defenders of her safety and reputation. 

These practical considerations far outweigh the absurd and mischief- 
making rumors regarding the motive back of the fleet’s movements. We 
are not now and never have been threatened with war with Japan. The re- 
lations between the countries are unqualifiedly amicable. The simple logic 
alone of the situation should stop the mouths of the belligerents and the 
alarmists. Japan has now more than she can do to discharge her staggering 
war debt, growing out of her recent strife with Russia. The most astute of 
nations, she well knows that while she might win a temporary advantage 
over this country, our unbounded resources and our ardent patriotism would 
eventually be marshaled to crush her aspirations for a hundred years to 
come. 

So we may turn, with confidence, from these groundless, airy rumors, 
to wish the fleet, its every officer and man, a prosperous and enlightening 
voyage round the Horn, and a safe anchorage at the far away Golden Gate.

Hope in Harriman. 

While almost everybody is “cuss- 
ing” or discussing one BE. H. Harri- 
man, who has achieved some recent 
railroad noteriety, it may be that the 
Georgia fruit grower will look upon 
him as a saving factor in that great 
industry whose foremost worry has 
been transportation problems. 

For instance, here is the interesting 
view which Ice, a well-known At- 
lanta publication devoted to the cold 
storage interests, takes of Harriman’s 
acquirement of the Central of Geor- 
gie railway: 


The Central of Georgia railroad, upon 
whote lines originate .the major por- 
tion of the peach shipments from the 
southeast, and practically all the truck 
and strawberries in the producing belt 
between Florida and the Carolinas, 
has passed into the control of the Har- 
riman interests. Boiled down, this 
means that the 10,000 refrigerator cars 
built by Harriman roads for the Cal- 
ifornia fruit trade will also enter into 
the situation in the southeast in the 
off season of the trans-continental 
friut shipments. 

The entrance of Harriman into Geor- 
Bia and Alabama means a Zreat deal 
to .the fruit and truck interests. Har- 
riman is considered to be a great de- 
veloper of traffic by encouraging agri- 
Culture, herticulture and industry 
along his lines. The Georgia Central 
under progressive management made 
the Georgia peach industry a tre- 
mendous factor in this section, and 
then under a change of management 
left it to shift for itself. Having en- 
couraged the planting of millions of 
trees the road left the Srowers to solve 
the problem of distribution of prod- 
ucts practically unaided. 


It must be admitted, if the fore- 
going may be reliably accepted, that 
the situation for the fruit growers is 
fraught with interesting possibilities 
in which there igs promise of stil] 
greater extension of one of the fore- 
most of Georgia industries, — |

Restrict Sale of Firearms. 
Editor Constitution: Noting your editorial 
headed ‘‘Crusade Against Pistol Toters,’’ I 
would like to make two suggestions on this 
line and to heartily commend an active cru- 


sade against this practice. 

There are two things, in the writer’s opin- 
ion, that would be done. First, a law should 
be passed prohibiting pawnbrokers from ac- 
cepting pistols as pledges and forbidding the 
sale of firmarmsp by these pawnshops, and 
permitting the sale of firmarms only by regu- 
larly licensed dealers. In the first “place, 
pawnshops are not supposed to do a general 
merchandise business, but only to sell unre- 
deemed pledges; nevertheless it can be proven 
beyond doubt that these pawnshops are the 
largest dealers in most communities in fire- 
arms, and the writer was only recently in- 
formed that pawnbrokers in Atlanta had pur- 
chased over $1,500 worth of firmarms from a 
wrecked stock in another city. This shows 
what this class of business is, doing in dis- 
tributing arms among the tgnorant and crimi- 
nal classes. Therefore it is plain to see that 
stringent . legislation. 1s to be desired along 
this line, and if such concerns are estopped 
from disposing of goods other than those on 
which they themselves have loaned money, 
much would be accomplisned; but if they are 
restrained from even lending money on fire- 
arms, the pistols in the pawnshop windows 
will disappear. Walk down Peters street or 
| Decatur street and see what is displayed in 
the way of weapons, pistols, bowie knives and 
brass knucks.

Fort Monroe, Va., December 14.—A 
day of changing storm, fog, and sun- 
Shine found the Pacific-bound Atlantic 
fleet within thirty-six hours of Sailing, 
Bnugly at anchor in the roadstead 
awaiting the coming of the president 
On Monday morning to say his official 
adieu as commainder-in-chief of the 
American army and navy. The treach- 
erous weather interferred to a great ex- 
tent with the social program outlined 
for the day and necessitated an aban- 
donment of the reception and’ dance 
which was to have veen: held on the 
canopied quarter-deck of the flagship 
Connecticut tonight. This was to have 
been the most picturesque and unique 
entertainment of the navy’ farewell 
week and its cancellation was a source 
of much disappointment. 

Admiral Evans Talks. 

Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, com- 
mander of the fleet, was ashore much 
of the day, having recovered from the 
Slight indisposition he suffered during 
the early part of the week. He de- 
‘Ciared that .the sixteen shipg were 
ready to weigh anchor at any time: In 
an interview he said: 


“You ask me on the eve of the de- 
parture of the fleet to give you some 
words to lay before the people of the 
United States. I therefore ask you to 
convey to the people the sincere thanks 
and hearty appreciation of the officers 
and men of the fleet for the great in- 
terest which the country at large is 
taking in our movements. We feel the 
responsibliity which the people have 
laid upon us by their interest in past 
years in creating and maintaining this 
splendid fleet and the continuation of 
that interest, which now fits us out 
complete in every particular and sends 
out on this great practice cruise to visit 
our friends and supporters on the Pa- 
cific coast of our country. I am sure 
that every officer and man in the fleet 
will feel it not only a duty, but a pleas- 
ure to repay the people for their in- 
terest by absolute fidelity to the trust 
imposed upon him in small things as 
well as In large. 

‘T hépe when we arrive at our des- 
tination the people will have for us a 
welcome as warm as ifs the ‘Godspeed’ 
which they give us on our departure, 
and that. should our |. commander-in- 
chief thin decide to send us to the 
other hemisphere, then the warm in- 
terest will follow us there in the future 
as it always has in the past.” 

It has been repeatedly rumored that 
the fleet might eventually circle the 


globe. 
Fleet Tossed hy Choppy Sea. 

A conference of the ordnance officers 
of the various ships was called on the 
Connecticut today by Lieutenant Com. 
mander Ridley McLean. the fleet ord- 
nance officer, but it was postponed until 
tomorrow on account of the storm. 
With each ship carrying the greatest 
amount of explosives ever stored under 
the American flag, the ordnance officers 
hold a position of peculiar responsi- 
bility. 

Being: in cruising trim, with every- 
thing above decks snug and tight, the 
fleet did not feel the stiff southeaster 
which swept the coast last night and 
turned the usually placid anchorage 
into a choppy sea. 

Toward noon the wind slackened and 
veered and the fleet suddenly was lost 
to view in a blinding fog... After an 
hour or two the fog :fted as suddenly 
as it fell and the fleet, bursting into 
view, tade a magnificent marine spec- 
tacle.

So Tablé of Percentages Prepared 
by Treas, Department Shows

Table Shows That Greatest Increase 
in Reserve and Cash Moneys 
Has Been in the Cities 
of the South and 
West. 


Washington, December 1!4.—The fol- 
lowing partial table prepared in the 
office of comptroller of the currency 
shows the percentage of legal reserve 
and also the percentage of total cash 
held by the national banks from which 
reports have been received up to Sat- 
urday evening, December 14, compared 
with the figures from the same banks 
of August 22 last. Reports from 27 
reserve cities and six states are in- 
cluded in this table, 

A comparison of the figures’ will 
show which cities have been paying out 
reserves the most freely and which 
have felt compelled to protect them- 
selves by greatly increasing their re- 
serve and cash moneys. It will be no- 
ticed that the lowest comparative re- 
serves are in central reserve cities and 
the eastern 
part of the country. The greatest in- 
crease in reserve and cash moneys are 
in the cities of the south and west, 
Baltimore, Savannah, Galveston, and 
San Antonio. The first two columns 
give the percentage of legal reserve on 
hand on the dates mentioned and_the 
second two columns show the percent- 
age of cash on hand, etc. on those 
dates.

During the 
rescue work the wind was blowing at 
the rate of seventy-two miles an hour, 
and first snow and then rain fell 
heavily. Heavier surf rarely has been 
seen on the sands of Sandy Hook.

ever participated in or given aid or 
encouragement to the crime of lynch- 
ing, either by act or speech, or who 
entertains or has expressed any opinion 
in justification of lynching, or whose 
character and conduct are such 
as, in the judgment of the court, may 
tend to disqualify him for the fair and 
impartial trial of the case.” 

Adamson on 1,000-Mile Books. 


That 1!,000-mile books should not be 
sold at a cheaper rate than a 10-mile 
ticket, is the belief of Judge W. C. 
Adamson of Georgia. 

Should the government give to the 
‘{nterstate commerce commission the 
‘right to regulate rates, as is proposed 
in the 2-cent-rate bill which Judge 
Adamson has introduced in the past 
‘several congresses, this point would 
‘be insisted upon by the Georgia repre- 
sentative. 

He concedes the right to the railroad 
‘companies to charge for transportation 
whatever price they can secure; but 
when the government undertakes to 
control things and fix rates, he be- 
lieves the price should be made the 
same to all men, In other words, he 
does not believe mileage books should 
be authorized at a cheaper rate than 
that charged for straight tickets, claim- 
ing that it discriminates in favor of 
the man who can invest $25 in a 1,000- 
mile book and have the book for use 
throughout the year, as opposed to 
the man who o.ly has the price of the 
immediate trip he proposes to take. 
Knows the Difficulties of R. F. 

Carriers. 


Judge Adamson, in discussing his bill 
to raise the pay of R. F. D. carriers 
from $75 to $90 a month, says he has 
plowed enough and driven over coun- 
try roads enough to know what it 
costs to keep a horse or a team of 
horses such as are needed by the rural 
letter carrier. He will urge his bill 
through congress. 

He is opposed to the details of the 
plan worked out by the postoffice de- 
partment by which $75 ts made 
the maximum pay of the men on the 
longest route.

Prof. Zueblin Says Clubs Are

‘Man's supremacy is now a thing 
almost a thing of the past,”’ said Pro- 
fessor Zueblin, “and it is high time it 
is so, for while woman is regarded as) 
the weaker physically, she is in many | 
respects the stronger mentally and) 
morally. From the time brute strength, 
received secpnd place, and the mind be-| 
came the dominating power of the hu-| 
man being, woman has risen, until she: 
now threatens to be not only the equal 
of man in every respect, but the su- 
perior. 

“Regarding the physical strength, 
even it might.be said that.-woman is 
stronger than man, for the human be- 
ing should be graded according to the! 
performance.of functions for which It! 
is. intended. Taking this as a stand-; 
ard, woman is the strongest, for she' 
endures more in life than.the average: 
man can imagine.”’

ry, University of Georgia; Unimersity of 
North Carolina library; Winthrop col- 
lege, Rock Hill, S. C.; Purman univer- 
sity, South Carolina; Carnegie library 
of Atlanta, Ga. 

The immediate success of this training 
school in the southeast was owing to 
the fact that there was a great and 
growing demand for trained librarians 
and yet the very people who needey the 
work were not able to go to the north 
to secure ‘the technical library training.

WAS DROWNED IN THE COOSA| 


Ellis Brandon, a Prominent Farmer, 
Fell From Steamboat Dixie.

When the men 
went out Mr. Brandon's body was seen 
floating on top of the, wgter. The fact 
that his body never sank -is considered 
a very strange feature of the case. It 
is probable that Mr. Brandon died from 
heart disedse, from which he had been 
suffering for some time.’

Leon Albert Liandons gave a dinner last 
night to eix physicians of this city to

days’ food test. During this périod Dr. 
Landons ate, almost exclusively, spine- 
less cactus and cactus was one of the

Gift or Loan Not Wanted. 

The Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition 
promises to be different from former, 
world’s fairs in many ways, but one 
policy stands out so far above any of 
the rest that the entire press of the 
country is commenting favorably upon 
dt. No money wil) be asked from Uncle 
Gam to carry on the work! That policy 
must be conceded as original with the 
iAlaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition. 

All the management desires is for the 
United States government to participate 
in the same manner as foreign coun- 
tries and the different states, by 
erecting buildings and installing therein 
exhibits. Former expositions have 
been aided by the government in many 
different ways. Outright gifts of large 
sums of money have bten made by con- 
gress to some world’s fairs, while others 
have negotiated loans from Uncle 
Gam, some of which were paid back 
and some of which were not. Some 
expositions have received both dona- 
tions and loans. As stated before the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition will ask 
for neither. A clause pledging this pol- 
icy has been inserted in the congress- 
fonal bill making provision for parti- 
cipation only by Uncle Sam. 

Since the United States government 
began to patronize expositions down to 
the Jamestown fair, congress has ap- 
propriated a total of $28,752,261 for 
world’s ‘fairs. Only $485,000 of this 
gmoney has been spent west of the 
Rocky moutnains, the Lewis and Clarke 
exposition, one of the most successful 
‘ever held, receiving the penefit of that 
amount. 

The bill that will be introduced at the 
forthcoming session of congress pro- 
vides an appropriation of $1,175,000 to 
enable Uncle Sam to take advantage of 
the opportunity for effective advertis- 
ing. The money will be appropriated 
as follows:

On June !}!, last, before a crowd of 
15,000 persons, ground-breaking cere- 
monies were held, with many prominent 
men making addresses, among whom 
was Hon. John Barrett, director of the

| International Bureau of American Re- 


publics, representing President Roose- 
velt. From that date to the present 
time work has been going on rapidly 
upon the exposition grounds. Most of 
the grading and clearing has been fin- 
ished. All of the principal roadways, 
avenues, circles and plazas have been 
completed. The administration build- 
ing has been erected and occupied by 
the executive force for several months. 
Contracts have been let for the con- 
Struction’ of four: large buildings and 
several small ones. Among these are 
the manufacturers’ building,  audito- 
rium, palace of fine arts, and machinery 
hall. The three latter buildingg will 
be permanent structures, built of biff 
brick with terra cotta trimmings. The 
“A-Y-P,” as it i8 sometimes called in 
Seattle will differ again from some 
former fairs in that some of its ex- 
hibit palaces will be permanent struc- 
tures. The grounds are located on the 
property of the Washington university, 
a state institution, and after the expo- 
sition is over, the permanent buildings 
and those substantially built will be 
taken over by the college to be used 
for educational purposes. 

The exposition site is the most beau- 
tiful ever used for such a purpose. It |

Within 
the city limits, it is convenient to all 
parts of Seattle and is only twenty 
minutes’ ride by electric car from the 
business center. The Olympic and Cas- 
cade mountains may be seen from the 
grounds and an unobstructed view may 
be obtained of the perpetual snow 
peaks of Mount Rainier and Mount 
Baker. Tall, stately giants of ‘the 
forest form beautiful vistas, and gentle 
slopes commanding terraces and un- 
surpassed stretches of water front add 
to the beauty of the exposition’s set- 
ting. In the erection of the buildings 
every precaution will be taken to pre- 
serve nature’s own handiwork. 

Twelve large exhibit palaces will form 
the main part of the exposition. Around 
these will cluster the state, foreign and 
concession buildings, and .smaller ex- 
hibit structures. The main exhibit 
buildings will be: United States gov- 
ernment, Alaska, Yukon, manufac- 
tures, agriculture and horticulture, ma- 
chinery, forestry, fine arts,  fisherios, 
mines, Hawaii and Philippines. 

Appropriations and Funds. 

(Citizens of Seattle and the entire Pa- 
cific coast are emthusiastic in their sup- 
port of the exiposition. There is no 
“knocking’’ going on by other cities in 
that section. They all realize that, al- 
though the Pacific northwest is grow- 
ing repidly, an impetus, such as the ex- 
position will give, will be of materia! 
help. 

To start the exposition off right, the 
people of Seattle got together over a 
year ago, October 2, 1906, and raised 
$650,000 in one day by the purchase of 
stock in the exposition corporation, some- 
thing that was never done before by any 
city at any thme for any purpose. The 
capital stock was placed at $500,000, but 
when the business day was over it was 
discovered that the gtock had been over- 
subscribed to the tume of $150,000. The 
capital stock was -then increased 
$800,000, all of which will be sold 
Seattle pefore the exposition opens. 

Not to be outdone the state of Wash- 
ington at the legislative meeting of 
1906-07 appropriated $1,000,000 for its 
representation at the exposition. The 
Evergreen State will erect several Duild- 
ings. to hold the large displays it will 
make. Although a young state, Wash- 
ington’s appropriation as an exposition 
state is as much as that made by Mis- 
souri, which held the record before with 
the million dollars it appropriated for the 
St. Louis world's fair. 

Oregon and California have each ap- 
propriated $100,000 for their participa- 
tion, with assurances that more funds 
will be forthcoming at the 1909 meet- 
ings of their legislatures. Other states 
that nave made preliminary eppropris- 
tions are: Pennsylvania, $75,000; Mis- 
souri, $10,000; Utah, $2,000; Nebraska, 
$15,000. This winter many states are 
expected to make provision for buildings 
and exhibits. Assurances have been 
given that the following commonwealths 
will eppropriate funds at their next leg- 
islatures: New York, Massachusetts, 
Montana, Kentucky, Ddaho, Nevada, 
Wisconsin, Wyoming, Kansas, Ilino‘s, 
Minnesota, Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, North 
Dakota and Coloratio.

TO PORTLAND MILLIONS | 


CLAIM 


Special Cablé. 

Paris, December 1!4.—Since the ‘“In- 
transigeant” first told her remarkable 
story, the other day, Madame Valette, 
the Parisian widow who is the seventh 
person to claim the Portland millions 
has been besieged by interviewers, but 
has refused to add anything of note to 
her original statement. At present she 
has made no plans for going to Eng- 
land, but has contented herself with 
notifying the company formed there 
to prosecute: the Druce claim to the 
estate that she herself is the actual 
heiress, 

Madame Valette lives in modest cir- 
cumstances at 2 Rue Odessa, close to 
the Montparnasse station. The Detter 
to understand her claim it is necessary 
to. go back to the middle of the last 
century. There then resided itn the Av- 
enue de Champs Bilysees a well-to-do 
family which was frequently visited by 
Mr. Druce, who was in business at 
‘Baker street, London. Mr. Druce was 
captivated by the beauty of the mis- 
tress of the house, and laid siege to ner 
affections with the result thata son was 
born to them. This son was always 
known by the name of Bruce, and 4s 
a matter of fact was always kept well 
supplied with funds by his father. The 
young fellow grew up and married and 
the present Mme. Valette is his daugh- 
ter and claims to have been brought 
up In the house tn the Champs Elysees. 
When she was-!2 years old her other 
grandfather died, and both she and her 
father were obliged to leave the house.

SEVEN TREATIES FRAMED. — 


Central American Peace Conference 
Concludes Its Labors. 


Washington, D. C., December 14.—The 
Central American peace conference 
practically concluded its Iabors today 
when it was announced that the § del- 
egates had agreed upon and were ready 
to sign seven treaties. The most im- 
portant step towards the preservance of 
peace in Central America. consisted in 
the agreement of the treaty and being a 
permanent court. The other treaties 
will be: 

One of extradition; one for the estab- 
lishment of a Central American peda- 
gogical institution, and for the estab- 
lishment of an international Central 
American Dureau, similar to the bureau 
of American. republics at . Washington; 
a financial] convention» a ‘treaty for 
the establishment of better communica- 
tion between the countries, and a gen- 
eral treaty of peace and amity. 

On Friday the delegates will formally 
sign these treaties. In the afternoon 
of the same day the conferénce will be 
dissolved, and on Saturday night the 
delegates will give a dinner to the sec- 
retary of state, the cabinet, and others.

He urged his players on and argued 
with the officials. And when we just 
had to have a gain for first down it was 
invariably Mitcham who dropped back 
to full’s position and then went crash- 
ing through Georgta’s line till it looked, 
as Henry Grady said, like ‘‘dampered 
tissue paper.”’ Stop him, they just 
couldn't, though they fell on and at 
him in heaps, he still raged and tore 
like a lion, and ordered his own signal 
so often his own boys had to beg him 
to desist every now and then lest he 
kill himself. Oh, it,was grand, sublime! 
Others may have worked as hard, but 
no harder ever. Others may on other 
fields have been’ more brilliant, but no 
more desperate, more heroic, and not

The One-Year Rule. 


Ere this appears in print the Southern 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association will 
have voted, and it will have been de— 
cided whether the one-year rule is to 
be put into operation or not. 

I don't suppose that baseball players 
will be debarred from’ playing in their 
first year, for they are constrained by 
the very time of their playing season 
to be in college six months before they 
get a chace to participate in an inter- 
collegiate match, and that is long 
enough. But on football the blow will 
fall with telling force if the rule goes 
through. 

Year before last the amendment was 
voted down 9 to 7, last year it lost out 
again 8 to 4, but this year the vote is 
apt to be 8 to 4 just the other way 
about. 

Nashville papers seem to think Tech 
is in favor of the rule. Tech is—if 
there is no other way to stop profes- 
sionalism, but only in that event, and 
she !s quite as likely to be found voting 
with Vanderbilt and Sewanee against 
the measure as for it. 

The rule would indeed hurt Tech very 
much, end I can see how it will damage 
Vanderbilt and Sewanee also, since 
Michigan, Rox Polytechnic, Texas, the 
Navy, the Indians and Virginia do not 
have a similar rule. It will hurt them 
the more when we remember that both 
Vanderbilt and Sewanee not infrequently 
find all-southern recruits in the fresh- 
man net when it Js dragged in. 

Personally, I am quite unwilling that 
these two greatest of southern teams 
should thus be abitrarily weakened that 
they may fall henceforth an easy prey 
to the “invading foe.’" But the major- 
ity rules in this country, gentlemen, and 
if. the motion goes through Tech will 
take her “medicine graceful,’’ you can 
bank on that, and we shall have to look 
to our sister colleges in Tennessee to 
do likewise for one year at least. 

The result of such a move will be the 
organization and regular establishment 
of freshmen (first year) teams in most 
of the colleges at least, who will take 
the place of the present scrub teams, 
and will play games with the prep 
teams and with other freshman teams 
as they do at Yale, Princeton, Pennsyi- 
vania, etc. By this system they will 
really get better coaching and more ex- 
perience than they would as scrubs, so 
that in their second year they will be 
more available and valuable as ‘varsity 
timber than if they had graduated from 
the ordinary scrub.

The one greatest need of advanced, 


football is a revision of the scoring 
System. The -holdover method of scor- 
ing from the old-time game doesn’t fit, 
and never will a football contest be a 
genuine test of football ability until 
the scoring system is remodeled to fit 
the new rules. More than either of 
the two former years or the open game 
has the season of 1907 shown that 
scoring rules as booked at present in- 
terfere with the best strength of the 
gridiron game, and more than ever be- 
fore have we soon that these antiquatéd 
measuring codes throw games the 
wrong way.

There is little doubt to be entertain- 
ed that Harvard’s strength against the

It is not even the 
test of relative kicking ability that it 
originally was meant to be, for the 
agreeable element of chance introduced 
by the variation of its angle is costly 
paid for by the unmerited advantage 
it by hit and miss gives. It merely ig 
an unfair test. 


The restrictions upon the offense that 
so have curtailed touchdowns, every- 
where will be aidimitted to have made 
that five points worth more. But ruies 
regarding free trials after touchdowns 
have remained the same, and still count 
the same score. It costs more to get the 
five points now, while the single unit 
comes at the same price. Thus obvious- 
ly ‘the rules committee has set bigger 
premium upon free goals than was found 
under the old regulations, and unwitting- 
ly has made an ill advised change. By't- 
dently. unless such scores are reted hig¢h- 
er than before, there should be change 
made to suit the new game, . 


What.is the use of the free trial cus- 
tom? Of what is it mow true test? Why 
not abolish it entirely? Would we los6 
anything we have by so doing? From 
whom would there be intelligent protest? 
With the great premium now set on fleld 
kicking, is there not abundance of fair 
test of boots? Already in goal tria's 
from the field the team of kicking 
strength finds chance to cash toe abil- 
ity. In Killing the free trial work, we 
still nvould have left this unchallenge- 
able test of boot acouracy and always the 
exchange of punts. There would be no 
handicap placed wpon the teams with 
star kick boys and no gift to elevens of 
ball carrying strength With no 108s 
we would have amputated from football 
a practice that mests no unfilled need 
and always has eeemed to spectators a 
feature alpart from the game. lsat a goal 
crossing count for six points and field 
tries decide kicking supremacy, togevher 
with the influence of punts.

CREAT FHTER 
WAS JEM MACE 


Couldn't Get Refte for Bout 
With Joe Corbett 


Jem’s Reputation Was So Great That 
Bugs Flocked by Thousands to 
See Him Go Phrough Train- 
ing—Toured the Country 
Illustrating Boxing 
Game, 


By GEORGE SILER. 

The appearance of John C. Héénan In 
exhibition bouts with the accomplished 
Jem Mace, champion of England, 
aroused considerable interest in the 
fighting liné in the early part of 1870. 
Mace and his cousin, Podly Mace, ar- 
rived in this country late in 1869 and 
were the pugilistic lions of the day. 

Mace, it probably will be remembered 
by the oldtimers, challenged the winner 
of the Tom Sayers-John C. .seenan in- 
ternational championship fight - whieh 
took place in England on April 17, [860, 
but neither accepted. He became better 
known to the sporting public in this 
country through his match with Joe 
Coburn, whith was to take place in Ire- 
land in 1864. The fight, however, did 
not materialize, as they could not agree 
upon a referee, and Mace left Ireland 
the night before the date set for the 
battle. 

Jem’s reputation as the most skillful 
boxer in Great Britain was well known 
to Americans and those with an Incil- 
nation for the sport flocked to see him, 
his cousin, ‘and Heenan dally with the 
;mitts. Jem and John’s first tilt with 
the gloves was at the old Bowery the- 
ater in New York and the writer was 
one of thé stage spectators of the bout. 

Heenan, at the time, despite the fact 
he had never won a fight, had a large 
following and his friends, and, I might 
add, those who knew of him by 
only, thought he was the best pugilist 
in the world. His science was extolled 
by all Americans and some thought his 
equal, from a scientific viewpoint, did 
not exist. 

The five galleries and the pit in the 
old theater were packed like sardines 
when Jem and John stepped on the 
stage to engage-in thelr mimic contest, 
and when it was over with I am sure 
that only those who saw the bout 
through American field glasses and who 
were blind to Mace’s abilities were con- 
vinced of Heenan’s superiority. 

‘From my point of view Jem acted 
the role of the master and sseenan the 
role of a novice. In fact, Jem made our 
“Benicia Boy’’ appear foolish when he 
tried to demonstrate scfence. Being a 
stranger in a stranee country and 
knowing that he was among Heenan’s 
friends and admirers, Jem ‘let up” 
bit, and tried to make John appear 
favorably to the crowd His accurate 
left leads and his slipping of well in- 
tended tlows were marvelous, while hfs 


covery were astounding. In fact, he 
was the neatest, quickest, and clever- 
est piece of fighting machinery ever seen 
in this country. Later Jem and his 
cousin and Heenan toured the country 
ilustrating the fine points of the boxing 
game, 


The first fhattle of the year 1870 
worth recounting took place Januery 
25 at Carroll island, near St. Louis, be- 
tween George Seddons and Johnny Laf- 
ferty. The money at stake was £800 
and what could be picked up from thea 
excursionists. St. Louts, hecause of 


Jack Looney and other'gond, bad and 
indifferent pugilists makii™s that city 
their headquarters, and also because of 
its nearby !s:ands, where battles could 
be pulled off without molestation, was 
the mecca for the short haired crew. 

The town also was well adapted for 
excursion parties, so the fighters were 
assured a good bit of money conveying 
the sports to and from the fights. As 
George and Johnny were considered 
quite classy in thelr line of business 
the boats chartered ‘for the strap were 
loaded to the guards. 

Lafferty being the better known In 
St. Louls, and also being the older, 
and, presumably, the more experienced, 
was installed the favorite, but he never 
had a look-in after the first round. He 
ended that session with a clean knock- 
down, which brought cheers from his 
backers. George scored first blood in 
the second round and hammered Johnny 
all over the ring thereafter. Lafferty 
made a grand rally tn the fourteenth 
round, .after which he was all in and 
was beaten good and plenty five rounds 
later. Tom Allen and Patsy Curtin 
waited upon Seddons and Jack Looney 
and Tom Kelly looked after Lafferty. 
Al Smith offictated as referee. 

A pair of novices named James C. 
Gallagher and George Carey took pos- 
session of the ring after Seddone was 
declared the winner over Lafferty and 
fought fourteen rounds for a sub- 
scribed purse. Gallagher proved the 
better wrestler and beat George by 
heavy falls in eighteen mtnutes. Allen 
and Curtin handled the loser. and 
Looney and Kelly the winner. Billy 
Tracey refereed. 

Charley Gallagher, who was decisively 
beaten by Tom Allen, August !7, 1869, 
but who fortunately was handed a draw 
by the referee, took another whirl at 
the game on February 13, defeating 
Jack Curley at Carrollton, La. in 
eighteen rounds, 

Curley, a big, husky fellow, and 
printer by trade, was a newcomer 
the field pugilistic but, 
handy with the mitts, ana 
advantage in weight, 
could cope successfu!]

In withdrawing the ap- 
peal I do so on account of persona! feel- 
ings to,President Coleman and in oObe- 
dience to the strict and technical con- 
struction of the rules. 

“But I am still of the opinion that I 
wag justifiag in my action on account 
of the refusal of certain members of che 
Memphis club to fix the batter’s box 
when I had called attention to it and 
requested that it be fixed. I still believe 
that I can prove that the box had been 
doctored and tampered with, and that cer- 
tain members of the Memphis team had 
knowledge of it. I know they refused 
to remedy it, but I would have to draw 
innocent and disinteresteg people into 
the controversy as witnesses. Rather 
than embarrass these people by giving 
them inevitable notoriety, I have de- 
cided to take my medicine and accept 
the ruling of the president of the league, 
regardless of. how badly I have been 
treated in the matter by- certain mem- 
bers of the Memphis club.

Some Lightweight Bouts Pulled 
Off in 1870 


Championship Battles in Feather 
Division Were Contested by Bare 
Knuckle Fighters at Weight 
Lower Than Abe Attel 
Would Care to 
Fight At. 


By GEORGE SILER. 

Although the lightweight limit under 
London prize ring rules was 133 
pounds, the same as under the Marquis 
of Queensberry. rules, championship 
battles in that division were contested 
by the old bare-knuckle fighters at a 
weight’ lower than' Abe ~ Attel, the 
champion featherweight, would care to 
fight at. : 

This was the case in the second Billy 
Edwards-Sam Collyer lightweight 
championship. fight, which took place 
on Mystic Island, N. Y., on March 2, 
1870. .Edwards’ first ring encounter 
was with Collyer, whom he beat on 
August 24, 1868, after forty-eight 
rounds of hard milling. Sam had held 
the title for several years and could 
fight at his best at 128 pounds, but he 
in ’68 to fight at 


124. 

This was too light for Sam by sev- 
eral pounds, but knowing Billy had 
never taken part in a ring battle and 
therefore thinking he could beat if only 
strong enough to put up his hands, he 
agreed to fight at the weight demanded 


by Edwards and lost. He actually 
begged Edwards for a return match at 
from 126 to 128 pounds, but Billy was 
obdurate. In fact, he announced his 
etirement after that victory, but Sam 
gave him no peace and finally induced 
him to gtve him a chance to win back 
his laurels. 


Nettled by Collyer’s persistent chal- 
lenges, Billy appointed a place of meet- 
ing and after considerable haggling re- 
garding the weight Sam agreed to 
match at 124 pounds as démanded. He 
begged Billy to Hght the weight at 
least two pounds, but the newly made 
champion stood pat and compelled Sam 
to knuckle. It was a hard task for 
Collyer to make the weight and he 
was compelled to get down to it by the 
sweating process, and on the morning 
of the day of the battle he stepped on 
the scales a shadow of his former self, 
and tipped the beam at 123 I-4 Billy, 
on the other hand, weighed 120 1-2, 
was in fine fettle, strong@’as a little 
bull, and fit to go any distance. : 

The morning of the fight was bitter 
cold, which, because of his weakened 
condition, affected Sam more than it 
did his opponent. The only difference 
between this and théir first battle was 
that Sam made a poorer showing. He 
was wild in his deliveries and the 
blows that found a resting place on 
Billy had but little steam behind them, 

Edwards won the “first blood” bets 
in the second round and scored the 
first knockdown in the sixth. The 
fight was Billy’s after the third ses- 
sion, in which he landed a terrific right 
on Sam’s left jaw, shattering it. It 
puffed up immediately and was ex- 
ceedingly painful during the remainder 
O. the fight, especially as Billy made it 
one of the points of his attack and 
visited it quite frequently. Sam was 
game, however, and answered the call 
of time as full of fight as when he 
started. After the fourteenth round 
the New Yorkers offered all kinds of 
odds on their pet, as he had the fight 
well in hand and, barring a 
could not lose.

TO TIPSTERS’ BUNCO GAME 


By HUGH H. 


When the advertising tipster comes 
under the notice of the court the court 
is inclined to regard him as a perni- 
cious proposition and look farther. The 
person who goes racing even occasion- 
ally does not regard the advertising 
tipster seriously. The advertising 
tipster does not appeal to him and the’! 
tipster does not intend that he should. 
The managers of the race tracks do not 
regard him seriously; he is simply a | 
harmless proposition who probably may 
stimulate trade without getting him- 
self into trouble. 

As a close-up proposition the judges 
who preside over’ racing regard the 
tipster, whether he advertises or not, 
as a merry jest. Sometimes he is use- 
ful to the wise dignitary who wishes 
to keep a line on the horses, for he | 
gets up betimes and watches the morn- | 
ing gallops and is quite free with his 
information when such information 
serves a useful purpose. He may make 
capital of his familiarity with the 
judges, but the latter take him for an, 
honest fellow, which he generally is. | 


|

Peddling tips has come to be regard- 
ed as legitimate traffic on race tracks, ' 
for nearly every owner and trainer | 
comes under that head at one time or’ 
another. In ordinary racing usage it is 
not considered pernicious for the per- 
son who has a trusty steam gauge and 
a sharp eye to take advantage of the 
information thus obtained. Whether he 
advertises or not, he may have some- | 
thing up his sleeve which has a com- 
mercial value equal to those who affect 
a superior knowledge to his own. I 
mean by this, owners and trainers who 
want to get a line on the other man’s 
horses to offset the line they have on 
their own. 

The professional tipster who trades 
in this kind of information never real- | 
izes abundantly on the knowledge he 
may acquire. He Is perfectly on the 
square and his only hope for reward is 
that somebody directly interested wil 
put down a bet for him. On the other 
hand, the advertising tipster is he who 
does not necessarily have to know 
what is going on in the morning or the 
afternoon. His purpose is to take a! 
broad chance with those who do not | 
understand the intricacies of the 
game and are far removed from the 
scene of action. As a matter of fact, 
the advertising tipster regards a close- 
up knowledge of racing as a handicap. 
If he knew what he affects to know 
he would-hesitate before spreading it 
broadcast. 

There aré so many angels to a horse 
race, of a series, the advertising tip- 
ster generally may be depended upon 
to get away with any. kind of a bluff 
he may put up. The most frenzied fol- 
lowers of horse racing is the man who 
does not know and who does not pre- 
tend to know. His education consists 
simply of what he reads in the adver-

he depends upon the person to whom 
he gives his‘name and address to in- 
form him as to how it is fixed. He does. 
not care about racing as a spectacle,

Such a 
person is the meat of the advertising 


; tipster. 


A case bearing on this point came 
under the eye of a federal judge in 
New Orleans a week ago. The judge 
didn’t know anything about horse 
racing, and evidently did not care. 
The advertisements of certain. tipsters 
were offered in evidence before him. 
He gazed long and learnedly at the ex- 
travagant promises of the good things 
that were coming off and actually 
came to the conclusion that if the ad- 


| vertisements were honest about it the 
(proprietors of the race tracks must be 


in with the play. His words, in effect, 
were as follows: 

“Here’s a man whe says that he 
knows for an absolute certainty that 
a certain horse will win on a certain 
day, and quotes the exact odds the 
bookmakers are going to lay against it. 
He makes no qualification. He goes so 
far as to say that all the chances that 
militate against the success of this 
horse absolutely have been eliminated, 
even as to the opinion of the men who 
may sit in judgment over the result. 
If he does not know all this he is a 
liar. If he does know all this and the 
race results just as he predicts, then 
there must be culpable knowledge on 
the part of the owners of. the race 
track. I am not willing to believe the 
latter, as my common sense teaches me 
that such a thing could not go on ins 
definitely .and exist. But I maintain 
that if such things are not possible it 


.is incumbent upon the owners of race 
‘tracks to discourage such procedure or 
| else admit that they are parties to a 
. fraud.” 


That was the judge’s way of looking 
at it, and you cannot say there is any 
other reasonable one from his position 
on the bench. The race track manager 
knows that there is no chance for the 
advertising tipster to make good on 
such, promises as those. As long as the 
advertising tipster pays his money at 
the gate and behaves himself while he 
is inside the race track manager is 
satisfied.

The chairman of this 
commission is Mr. William M, Ivins, 
whose name is well and favorably 
known to suffragists outside New York 
as well as within the city. Mrs. Har- 
riet Stanton Blatch and eight other 
members of the League of Self-Sup- 
porting Women decided that the 
women of the city must not let such 
an opportunity for pressing’ their 
claims go by. They ,therefore, framed 
a letter, setting forth their desires, 
marvelously successful, although they 
had only four days in which to do the 
work after definite action was decided 
upon.

“Based on such experience, our sug- 
gestions are that if your commission 
conclude to recommend that the board 
of education remain appointive, you 
will also recommend that it be made 
mandatory for the mayor to place a 
fair proportion of women on _ that 
board, or if our decision is to recom- 
mend an elective board we beg you 
will add the recommendation that 
women be included in the electorate. 
Respectfully yours, etc.’’ 

The women trust that their claim 
will be presented by the cOmmission to 
the governor, and further developments 


are waited with interest.

WORK OF NORCROSS CLUB 
BRINGS SPLENDID RESULTS 


The splendid work of the Norcross 
Woman's Club has been spoken of several 
times in these columns, bat it is of such 
a nature that every mention of the un- 
failing ervergy of these women is in- 
Spiring, therefore it ig always a pleas- 
ure to chronicle the items from the Nor- 
cross club. The able president of this 
club, Mrs. Homer V. Jones, was honored 
at the recent federation convention by 
heig made a director in tthe state organ- 
ization. 

The club's report at that meeting was 
as follows: 

The chief work of the Norcross Woman's 
Ciub during 1906-07 was the effort of its 
members toward civic improvement and the 
organization of the Norcross public library. 

lhe civic improvement committee had vines 
planted around a pubiic wells, superintend- 
ed the setting but of trees on the school 
xrounds on Arbor day and called on the 
mayor, counctl and merchants asking them 
to unite their efforts’in keeping waste paper 
and trash out of the streets. 

Our library was suggested to us last Feb- 
ruary by the great success in our club of the 
library day, which was appointed by Mrs.

until in the. early summer we had on hand 
donatiolis amounting to $125. With this some- 
thing over 300 books were bought and the 
last of June the library (occupying a small 
room in the school bullding) was opened to 
the public: 

We have since received many donations of 
books and not only the town people 
interested in the movement, but those of 
Other towns and other statés. We now have 
in the library something over 900 books. 

Mr. E, F. Buchanan, a former citizen of 
Norcross, but now a resident of New York, 
hearing of the great good being accomplished 
and deaiding to help us, has recently sent 
his check for $2,500 to be used for library 
purposes. We decided to use this ag an en- 
dowment furid and add to it the $1,500 given 
by the citizehs.

Fred E. Ladd and A. L. Delkin, both 
who for some time have 
conducted one of the largest jewelry 
stores in Nome, Alaska, are in the 
city. Mr. Delkin will spend the win- 
ter in southern California, while Mr. 
Ladd will remain in Atlanta for some 
time prior to returning to Nome, which 
he expects to make his future home. 

Mr. Delkin, who is a brother-in-law of 
Mr. Ladd, went to Néme a number of 
years ago. Sighteen months ago he 
was joined by Mr. Ladd, and they en- 
gaged in business together. Their 
store on Front street a large one, 
and compares favorably with the best 
stores in Atlanta. 

Both are. delighted with their Alaskan 
home, and speak of business conditions 
in Nome in the most glowing terms. 

“One's first visit to Nome will be a 
great surprise,” said Mr. Ladd. “In 
the summer it has a population of 
7,000, and in the winter about 4,000. 
It is an exceedingly gay place, but, 
general opinion, is a 
most orderly community, unlike most 
mining camps. There is no gambling, 
no disorder and no brawling. It has 
fine schools, and children can get as 
zood an education there as any place 
in this country. Mr. Delkin’s children

Many Georgians in Alaska, 


“TI met a number of Georgia people 
in Nome. Last winter I met John Mc- 
Naught, of Atlanta, and his wife. Mr. 
McNaught’s father was the senior 
member of the old 4.tlanta firm of Mc- 
Mr. Mc- 
Naught was the life of the community. 
He is known as the most polished 
after-dinner speaker in Alaska, and 
is in great demand for all occasions.

His wife is one of the most successful 
miners in Alaska, where she has spent 
several years. She is the president of 
the Ladies’ German Club, which is the 
swell social organization of the city. 

“The Northwestern Commercial Com- 
pany, which formerly had control of 
..@ commercial and liquor interests of 
the territory, has been absorbed by the 
Morgan-Guggenheimer interests, and 
have a practical monopoly of the trade 
of the country. 

“Nome is an exceedingly busy place. 
As an illustration of the business in- 
terests, there are seven jewelry stores, 
all doing a thriving business. 

“The biggest gold strike of the cen- 
tury has ben made in Siberla. The 
Northeastern Siberian Company, which 
has recently been organized, is pre- 
paring to supply the vast amount of 
trade which will result. Nome will 
soon be to Siberia what Seattle is to 
Nome. 

“The great drawback to Nome Is the 
fact that it has no harbor. Gold and 
gold alone made the town. It is 83 miles 
from an- anchorage, and vessels are 
sometimes delayed as long as three 
weeks. 


Harbor at Port Clarence. 


“Sixty miles above, Port Clarence, is 
the safest harbor in Alaska, There is 
room there for all of the war vessels 
of the navy. There is now only a small 
Eskimo village there, but a railroad 
will soon be bullt to Nome, docks con- 
structed and a prosperous town will 
soon spring up. 

“Cape trince of Wales, where the 
Esquimo pictures I give you were 
taken, is one of the oldest Eskimo 
towns known to white man. The most 
noted whalers in Alaska live at this 
place, and they are very prosperous, 
A whale will net from $2,000 to $10,000. 
Slabs of whale bone up to a short time 
ago passed as currency among the na- 


tives. Most of the whale bone from 
Alaska goes to Paris, where it is used 
by the famous dressmakers. Occasion- 
ally the natives catch a diseased whale, 
the bone of which is white. This is 
greatly prized, and brings a large 
price by the most fashionable modistes 
in Europe. 

“The Eskimo have a number of pe- 
cullar superstitions. When a boat Is 
built, the shavings are burned in front 
of it to keep off the evil spirits. Thev. 
are an extremely docile people, and 
are good to their families, and little 
given to dissipation. Just what their 
religion is I could never learn. 


Future of Alaska. 

“As to the future of Alaska, I should 
say the ground had not been more than 
scratched. Up to this time the mining 
has been of the placer kind. Quartz 
is now being worked and stamp mills 
are being put in in many places. 

“The gold that has been taken out 
of Alaska has alone been many times 
its cost. 

“Mr. Delkin and myself own a mine 
on Willow creek, "from which $50,000 
has been taken in two years by lay- 
men. The mine is 37 miles from Nome, 
and is not being worked at present 
owing to the fact that a ditch has to 
be cut. 

“The cost of living tn Nome is now 
no more than in Seattle. . 
principal items of expense is that of 
transportation, which is done by mal- 
saut dogs. They are half wolf, and 
very savage. The son of a negro miner * 
was recently killed and partially eaten 
by a dog. He was a southern negro, 
and his funeral was one of the biggest 
ever held in Nome. All the school 
children of the city were in the pro- 
cession. 

“The next big rush is going to be to 
Siberia. The strike was only made last 
August, and people are just beginning 
to come in.”

The public school system of Atlanta 
is recognized among the foremost in 
the United States, but the most inter- 
esting branch of all, and the one which 
more clearly demonstrates the desire 
for learning is the Boys’ Night school, 
which is condutted every week night, 
except Saturday, in the basement of 
the Boys’ High school building. 

There are other departments of the 
public school system that would more 
“ian naturally attract interest, but the 


night school deserves more credit than 
“any of the rest, for it is there that 


young men and boys who are compelled 
to toil through the day who, having ar 
ardent desire for an education in Eng- 
lish, try to do something for them- 
selves rather than waste time. The 
pupils in the grammar and high schools 
have not been thrown upon the world, 
as a general rule, to strive for a living, 
fall into great temptations, and grad- 
ually become lax and indigent. Conse- 
quently the 150 pupils who try to make 
eomething of themselves are deserving 
of more praise than any of those who 


attend the other branches of the public ; 


schools. 
Day Work; Night Study. 


It is exceedingly hard to wield the 
hammer all day long, 


to work in a factory, to peddle, and at: 


nightfall, weary from work, to march 
to some more labor with a cheerful 
heart. It is not near so hard to wake 
up In the morning, fresh, full of life, 
to attend the grammar or high schools. 
Then, it is gratifying, in this day of 
enlightenment, to find a man 30 years 
of age, a perfect Hercules, clean, 
courteous and anxious, but lacking an 
education, who will make up his mind 
to work for it at night, instead of 
spending his time merrymaking, frol- 
licking, or in debauchery. It is like- 
wise pleasing to know -that those 
foreigners who have left shores of per- 
secution to reside in a liberty loving 
country are zealous in trying to ac- 
quire an English education. 

The night school Is just full of stories 
of being who want to catch a gleam 
of success, or if not that to get what 
they absolutely need while in this 
world. Of course there are laggards 
there just as in other institutions, but 
taking them all in all they progress 
very fast and with great ease. They 
even sometimes go all day long with 
nothing but a bare lunch at dinner, 
omitting supper just to have a chance 
to learn. 

A Modern Babel. 

There fs a varied congregation at the 
school. In one seat may be an Amerl- 
can boy, American born, with American 
parents, who never heard anything in 
his life but English, and next to him, 
perhaps, Is a Greek from Constanti- 
nople, and tn the third seat a native of 
the Holy Land. f the liberty were al- 
towed, a perfect tower of Babel would 
be thrust into the very heart of the 
city by the pupils. On one sid@® you 
will see a boy just reaching the age of 
12, and looking over his shoulder a man 
who has seen much of life, nearing 
the turning point, at the age of, 50 
years. Here is a father trying to study 
from a text book of his son. There is 
a blacksmfth and near him a Bohemfan 
journalist. These are the strange facts 
about the Atlanta night school.

Bolling a Ham. 
(From The Chicago News.) 

A great many women do not know how 
properly to boil a ham. Many of them put 
it in a pot of water and let it cook, fast 
or slow, as the fire may allow, until they 
think it is done. Try thie way for a change 
and see if the, little trouble involved is not 
worth while: Boiled ham to be at tts best 
requires very slow cooking. Put the ham in a 
kettle, cover it with cold water and let it 
fsoak four hours.
